WASHINGTON, June 4.—Demo- 
cratic Senators opposed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's foreizn policy are 
forming a definite anti-war bloc 
which will meet soon to discuss tac- 
tics with respect to measures which 
these determined isolationists think 
are bound to lead the United States 
into war. 

The group will be headed, accord- 
ing to present plans, by Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark of Missouri, 
who says it will be not so much a 
bloc, bound by hard and fast rules, 
as merely an informal meeting at 
fairly regular intervals of men with 
like minds. There will be no ef- 
fort to bind the group to any fixed 
program other than a basic opposi- 
tion to participation in the Euro- 
pean war. : : 

The decision to form an anti- 
war bloc r-flects the mounting 
tension here over the war situa- 
tion in Europe. The first object of 
attack by .nembers of the bloc is 
the proposal of Senator Claude Pep- 
per (Dem.), of Florida, to send 
United States military planes to 
Europe in aid of the Allies.

“If we can do even one thing 
and that is to check the panic and 
hysteria growing in the country, we 
may serve a useful purpose,” Clark 
said of the anti-war stand of the 
Democratic Senators.

It also disclosed the loss of one 
plane of the coastal command in 
operations by that service off the 
French coast yesterday. 

Completion of Withdrawal. 

The withdrawal of the British 
expeditionary force from Dun- 
kerque was virtually compieted 
early Monday, an informed British 
source said. 

A later bulletin said that coastal 
command aircraft also had 
bombed gasoline tanks at Ghent, 
setting fire to three big tanks, 
Monday night. 

Several thousand French troops 
and some British who embarked at 
Dunkerque during the night landed 
in England early today. 

One French officer said most of 
the new arrivals had been in action 
fighting off German attacks almost 
up to the time they left the French 
port, which he reported was “a 
shambles.” 

The weary troops were hustled 
aboard trains, where most of them 
fell asleep almost immediately. 
Some of the Frenchmen said the 
Germans were on the outskirts of 
Dunkerque and said that up to 
the time they left there had been 
heavy fighting by French infantry 
and artillery to cover the embarka- 
tions. 

Nazi Raid Report Denied. 

The Air Ministry asserted today 
that a Berlin report alleging 53 
civilians were killed in an Allied 
bombing of Freiburg “obviously 
is an attempt by the Nazis to jus- 
tify their bombing of Paris.” 

The ministry said that “it is sig- 
nificant that the alleged raid has 
not been given a date. In fact, the 
Germans made this same allega- 
tion that we had bombed Freiburg 
and killed several children some 
weeks ago when it was denied by 
both the British and French.” 

British public opinion, aroused 
by the German bombing of Paris, 
reflected grim determination to 
back the Government in any meas- 
ures to wage war against all to- 
talitarian comers. The press as- 
serted that the Allied Governments, 
besides massing an enormous fleet 
in the Eastern Mediterranean, had 
other striking forces ready if Italy 
should enter the war on Germany’s 
side. A 

Fleet Losses In Rescue Listed. 

The Admiralty, recounting the 
fleet’s rescue of Allied forces 
trapped in Flanders, disclosed that 
six destroyers and 23 minor craft 
had been lost in bombing attacks. 

A separate announcement said 
that the paddle minesweeper Med- 
way Queen, reported last night to 
have been lost, had reached port 
safely, redacing the original figure 
of minor ship losses from 24 to 23. 

The Admiralty communique as- 
serted that the losses were “com- 
paratively small” in the operation 
described as “a triumph of Allied 
sea power.” 

The Admiralty said that 887 Brit- 
ish craft took part in the opera- 
tion and declared that “British, 
French and Belgian troops were 
brought back safely to this coun- 
try in numbers which, when the 
full story can be told, will surprise 
the world.” 

King Praises Operation. 

King George VI, in a message to 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill, 
praised the fighting services and 
the merchant navy in turning the 
withdrawal through the port of 
Dunkerque “from disaster into tri- 
um ph.” 

“I wish to express my admira- 
tion of the outstanding skill and 
bravery shown by the three serv- 


aiices and the merchant navy in the 


evacuation of the British Expedi- 
tionary Force from Northern 
France,” he said. 

“So difficult an operation was 
‘only made possible by brilliant

Bombers calmly deposited their 
high explosive “eggs” and met 
again overhead for a new attack 
on Dunkerque. Soon, too, the Ger- 
man long-range artillery began 
booming, shells screaming over us 
in the direction of Dunkerque. 'T*-is 
drew counterfire from the French 
and we repeatedly had to run *or 
cover. Splinters of shell fell to the 
right and left of us. 

Slowly we advanced along the 
road to Bergues with ancient pnop- 
lars hiding our cars from ~iew. 
We came-to a full stop as we 
reached a tiny stream before Ber- 
gues. Retreating French .:nd drit- 
ish had blasted the bridge. So we 
crawled over three logs quickly laid 
across the stream by German en- 
gineers. We followed closely on 
the heels of German scouts. 

Bergues had been bombed and 
shelled for a whole week. Quietly 
we followed behind the scouts, run- 
ning for cover when they«did, leap- 
ing cautiously forward as they did. 
We reached the medieval gate of 
the city unmolested. 

Here an unusual sight presented 
itself: The French had run a cat- 
erpillar snowplow of American 
origin into the center of the gate- 
way to act as a barrier.

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British Sink Concrete-Filled Ships 
To Block Canal as Submarine ‘Base 


Naval Officer Describes Raid Under Fire at 
Zeebrugge—Duplicates Feat of 
English in World War. 


LONDON, June 4 (AP). — The 
‘successful blocking of the Bruges 
Canal at the Belgian port of Zee- 
'brugge by sinking ships filled with 
‘concrete was described today by a 
British naval officer who witnessed 
‘the operation. 

He said the canal would not be 
usable by the Germans for at least 
several months. 

This witness said that two “block- 
ships,” escorted by warships and 
guided by small craft, steamed 
‘slowly parallel to the Belgian coast 
‘under cover of darkness May 25, 
‘but that the operation failed when 
sone ‘“blockship” grounded near the 
‘entrance to the harbor channel in- 
side the mole leading to the canal 
mouth. 

The naval force found the en- 
trance to the channel, marked by a 
buoy above the wreck of the old 
Thetis, sunk in a similar British 
operation in 1918, but a small de- 
tachment moving ahead to try to 
approach the canal gate was fired 
on heavily from machine-gun em- 
placements along the waterfront.

CALIFORNIA CONTEMPT 
CASE REVIEW GRANTED 


Supreme Court Agrees to Rule 
on Press Right to Comment 
on Pending Litigation. 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP). — 
The Supreme Court has agreed to 
review litigation involving the right 
of a newspaper to publish editorials 
about court cases prior to a final 
settlement. 

Yesterday it granted a petition | 
by the Los Angeles Times contest- | 
ing a contempt of court conviction 
growing out of the publication of 
editorials in 1937 and 1938 concern- 


ing two labor cases and the con- 
viction of a woman politician, The 
case will be heard next fall. 

Joining the newspaper in re- 
questing a review, the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
asserted that “suppression of free 
discussion of public questions is a 
grave peril to all democratic in- 
stitutions. 

A review also was urged by the 
Southern California branch of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

Similar litigation involving the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch is pending 
in Missouri courts. 

The Times contended that edi- 
torials should be permitted as long 
as there was no “clear and present 
danger” of injury.

The reason is 
that the German forces are, mili- 
tarily speaking, “breathless’ at the 
present time. In the Battle of 
Flanders the Germans, according to 
Allied claims, have lost outright 
at least 2500 airplanes. Hundreds 
may have been damaged. Further- 
more, the quality of their latest 
pilots is low. 

On land, the situation is similar. 
Of the 10 mechanized divisions that 
the Germans used in the recent bat- 
tle three were destroyed complete- 
ly, one was 80 per cent destroyed, 
and three lost 50 per cent of their 
units.

We have been living for a gener- 
ation on unearned increment, wast- 
ing and abusing the liberties which 
our ancestors won for us in blood;

When the 
President said, a week ago Sunday, 
that we do not need to abandon 
our democracy to match § the 
strength of aggressors, he spoke 
the truth. We do not need to aban- 
don it, but we do need to go back 
to it—to go back to its moral and 
intellectual foundations and build 
on them again. 

Government by agitator - led 
masses is not American democracy. 
The concept that there is some sa- 
cred wisdom inherent in majorities, 
however ignorant, is not American 
democracy. ‘The Congressman or 
Senator who is afraid to have a 
mind of his own and is unwilling 
to risk his political life for his 
convictions, reading his telegrams 
and studying the composition of or- 
ganized groups before he can make 
up his mind about anything, is not 
a democratic statesman but merely 
a paid agent, and the agent, fur- 
thermore, of the most impulsive 
and easiest to stampede, and the 
most articulately greedy and venal. 
Everywhere power has been di- 
vorced from responsibility. 

Our trade unions have power 
without an ounce of responsibility 
for the productive process or for 
the community. Many of them are 
dictator-led at that. Their bosses 
can call strikes at their own will; 
they can make demands that close 
an industry and throw men into the 
streets; they resort to terror over 
their own members; they prevent 
management from exercising re- 
sponsibility and do not even claim 
it for themselves. In behalf of la- 
bor they offend the very spirit of 
labor, undermining standards of 
work and divorcing remuneration 
from competency. The same, in 
other manifestations, holds true 
for industry, banking and our intel- 
lectual life. 

Profiteers are derided, in a world 


not denunciation, not unconsidered 
action, but awakening, analysis and 
preparation—not for any eventual- 
ity, but for the most likely eventu- 
alities. And part of this prepara- 
tion must begin with a ruthless ang 
unsparing self-criticism. 


The balance sheet of history is 
mercilessly exact. Hitler’s armies 
are battering down- frontiers, 
armies, peoples, institutions and a 
whole world, because that world 
has offered itself to this fate. For 
years it has presented such a spec- 
tacle of degeneration and decline 
as to invite the scourge. 

We are threatened from without 
only because we have become weak 
within. That weakness is not pri- 
marily in lack of arms nor in the 
nefarious work of “fifth columns.” 
The latter merely exploit our weak- 
ness—as criminals and gangsters 
were exploiting it long before “fifth 
columns” were ever formed. (And

Immediate Defense of American Interests 
Requires Program Based on Universal 
Service and Conducted as Vital Business, 
Not Political Sideshow. 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


HE nation must not be misled 
T into thinking that its task is 

to prepare itself to defend its 
vital interests at some unknown 
time in the future when we have 
managed to organize the capacity 
to produce 4000 planes a month, 
Time is not our ally. ._We lost that 
ally of ours, namely the time which 
democracies need in order to mud- 
die through, when we refused to 
lift a finger to prevent the war 
and when later we allowed our- 
selves to be bound hand and foot 
in a stiff and stupid neutrality. 
Whether all the people of the 
United States have as yet realized 
it or not, America has already suf- 
fered a tremendous defeat. It is a 
defeat which can be redressed. But 
it can be redressed only by enor- 
mous courage, unflinching sacrifice 
and the utmost lucidity and wis- 
dom of our leaders. 

The vital interests of America 
have to be defended now—in the 
next days and weeks—and by the 
means now at our disposal. Let no 
one throw up his hands. They can 
be defended. But first of all the 
air must be cleared of the panic 
which has paralyzed us for two 
years—a panic born of ignorance 
of the strategic position in the 
world, and then assiduously nur- 
tured by native demagogues and 
foreign agents. I mean the panic 
about sending our boys to Europe. 
This panic is now and always has 
been absolutely groundless because, 
every other consideration apart, it 
has always been impossible in this 
war for us to raise, train and equip 
a great army and convoy it to Eu- 
rope. But the unreal fear that we 
might have to do this impossible 
thing has totally blinded the mass 
of the American people to the 
things that they have the greatest 
reason to fear. And it has inhib- 
ited them from doing the neces- 
sary and effective things to protect 
themselves, 

There is no time left for the 
muddle-headedness which prevents 
us from seeing that American vital 
interests have to be defended now, 
and with the means now at our 
disposal. This can be done if the 
back-seat drivers who have got us 
to the edge of the precipice will 
quit screaming hysterically and will 
behave like men.

The means at our disposal are 
the immense potential resources of 
this hemisphere. But these _ re- 
sources will count no more than 
the immense potential resources of 
the British and French empires, or 
the immense potential resources of 
Russia, or of China, unless we 
demonstrate -t once that we mean 
to organize these resources and 
that we know how. 
going to be in the slightest de- 
gree impressed by blueprints, 
promises and boasts, neither the 
Allies who will be measuring their 
capacity to resist nor the coali- 
tion of their enemies who will be 
measuring their capacity to exploit 
totally the victory which they think 
is in sight. For we must under- 
stand at once that there are de- 
grees of resistance and conquest; 
that the degree of resistance and 
conquest is a matter of the utmost 
consequence to America; and that 
the task of defending the vital in- 
terests of the American hemisphere 
consists in acting now to prevent 
a total catastrophe in Europe and 
Asia—while we insure ourselves as 
best we can against the worst that 
can happen. 

The only decisive means of ac- 
tion immediately at our disposal 
consists of the very genuine re- 
spect which every nation has for 
our potential power. Nobody in 
Europe respects our present mili- 
tary power. Nobody, to be quite 
candid with ourselves, now respects 
our capacity or our will to make 
ourselves formidable; for univer- 
sally it is believed that our public 
men are intellectually lazy and un- 


No one is 


based upon the principle of univer- 
sal service, and it will, therefore, 
be obstructed at every turn by 
private interests and by intermin- 
able negotiations designed to per- 
suade men to do their patriotic 
duty. The second error is that the 
defense program is still being pre- 
sented to the people by the poli- 
ticians. in both parties as a side- 
show rather than as the main 
business of our lives, or worse still, 
as a kind of miraculous device for 
restoring normal prosperity or in- 
stituting peacetime reforms and 
benefits. With this misconception 
rampant the defénse program will 
not get the priority it must have 
over all other considerations nor 
will it get out of us all anything 
like the hard work and full devo- 
tion which it requires. The third 
error is that the central organiza- 
tion for leading the nation in this 
undertaking is still, as Mr. Hoover 
demonstrated so brilliantly this 
week, in the primitive and ama- 
teurish stage of hydraheaded ne- 
gotiating and consulting commit- 
tees rather than of responsible 
commanders equipped with all 
necessary legal powers.

We shall neither make ourselves 
strong eventually, nor make our- 
selves respected immediately in the 
crisis which is at hand, unless we 
can pass promptly and without lost 
motion through this fumbling 
period, which has brought such 
tragedy to all the other democra- 
cies. The crucial question, to put 
it plainly, is whether—before there 
is irreparable disaster all about us 
—we can prove that we shall not 
make the fatal errors of the others, 
and that, therefore, our immense 
potential power must command 
immediate respect. This can be 
done only by committing ourselves 
to the principle of universal serv- 
ice, to the principal of the total 
dedication of our resources, and 
to the principle that a nation can 
be armed only by leadership and 
authority. 

No doubt it will take the country 
and, still more, the politicians a 
little time to get over the shock 
of the proposal, and to accommo- 
date themselves to the novelty of 
universal service and of total dedi- 
cation. But the third error can 
be corrected at once. The advis- 
ory National Defense Commission 
appointed by the President is on 
the whole excellently chosen. In 
the appointments which matter 
primarily, Messrs, Stettinius, Knud- 
sen, Hillman, Budd and Davis will 
rightly have the confidence of the 
country and of the interests they 
must work with. 

- o . 

But it is not clear how far they 
are advisers and how far they are 
executives, and if they are wise, 
they will, I suggest, take up as 
their very first problem this ques- 
tion of how the whole program is 
tc be administered and where au- 
thority and responsibility are to be 
centered. To do this they should 
not only read Mr. Hoover’s speech, 
which is the wisest and most use- 
ful utterance since the crisis broke, 
but they should invoke his help, 
because he understands the prob- 
lem better than any member of 
the commission. They should in- 
voke his help in drafting an ad- 
visory report on how to supersede 
the very commission of which they 
are members in order to establish 
@ genuine munitions administra- 
tion. 

They will come to this later. All 
experience proves it. So as practical 
men they should waste no time in 
going through useless motions, and 
by taking this line they will demon- 
strate to the knowing here and 
abroad that the Americans know 
what they are doing. That demon- 


stration now will be worth more r

NY dance, from small private 
A party to huge junior prom, will 

be a lot more fun if you stage 
a few novelty numbers during the 
evening. Such tried and true mix- 
ers as the Paul Jones and the 
Virginia Reel are still being used, 
but a lot of young moderns groan 
at the mere mention of their 
names. And the big apple, after 
getting a terrific play for a year 
or two, is now considered just s0 
much applesauce. 

But we'll guarantee that no 
crowd will be too sophisticated to 
join in the novelty dances we're 
suggesting below. We saw them 
used with riotous results in a night 
club and on a cruise to Havana— 
and the crowds in such places don’t 
go for anything that’s moss-covered 
or dull. 

First of all, we recommend the 
“Hitchhiker’s Special” as a grand 
way of starting off your dance 
when some of the guests are re- 
luctant to get out on the floor. Two 
or three couples who are bolder 
than the rest start dancing. The 
music stops, and they separate. 
Each man and each girl returns to 
the crowd, pauses in front of an- 
other guest, and silently invites him 
or her to dance by using the hitch- 
hiker’s famous thumb-wave. 

These couples—double the num- 
ber who were dancing originally— 
then dance until the music stop 
again, when the partner-picking-up- 
ping is repeated. It takes only a 
few rounds of this procedure to get 
every dancer in action, and the girls 
have an equal share in choosing 
their partners. Which is fine stuff, 
particularly during leap year. 

Another sure way of getting re- 
luctant couples to strut their stuff 
is to give them a chance to win a 
prize—not through their dancing 
ability, but through sheer luck. 


Have two sets of duplicate num- 
bers on small slips of paper.

BUT FOR a real side-splitter, you 
can’t beat our final suggestion, a 
“String Dance.”

When the driving arm is pointing 
downward toward the bottom, and 
the recovering arm is halfway 
through its motion and at its high- 
est point, we have Point Two of 
counter balance. 

The Third Point is exactly the 
same as point one, only on the op- 
posite side, These poimts, reviewed 
mentally, serve to correct any faul- 
ty timing of the stroke. They also 
serve to make you realize that ev- 
ery action of the stroke on one 
side is a definite helpmate to the 
actions of the opposite side. 

In other words, the armstroke 
on opposite sides, does not work in- 
dependently but relies on the other 
for support in its individual action. 
The underwater drive meets with 
resistance from the water when 
done correctly, and is consequently 
slowed up. The recovery meets no 
resistance from the air, but it must 
be deliberately slowed up to meet 
the correct timing and points of 
counter balance of the driving arm. 
Otherwise you are off balance, 

You may not have both arms in 
the air, or under water at the same 
time. If you rushed your recovery, 
that arm would get in front of you 
too soon. Consequently, you would 
either have to stop its motion and 
wait for the drive to finish, or 
start the drive again while the op- 
posite arm still was driving. Once 
started, there must be no cessation 
of motion of the arms. They must 
keep moving in the circle. Any 
cessation or hesitancy acts as a 
brake to your boat and stops its 
progress.

That means, if you have started 
to count one when the right arm 
started to drive, you would kick 
with your left leg at thesame time. 


MOVING IN A CIRCLE. 


You would allow yourself three 
kicks while the right arm was driv- 
ing. Then you count four when 
the left arm starts to drive and 
combine it with kick four, then 
continue to kick five and six while 
that arm was driving. After that 
you repeat the motions and the 
counts. 

Bear in mind.that either an up- 
ward or a downward swing of the 
legs constitutes one kick. If you 
don’t click at once on this co-ordi- 
nation, don’t be discouraged. Just 
keep at it! When you have per- 
fected it, you will find that you 
are using a perfect six beat rhythm 
which would be comparable to 
dancing with the arms and legs 
in waltz time.

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Mysteries of 
Acids, Alkalies 
Are Explained 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HEAR a good many questions 

which show a puzzled state of 

mind, and go something like this: 
fruit juices are acid; therefore, they 
should produce a condition of acid- 
ity in the body. Yet doctors say 
that they really turn to alkaline 
salts and produce alkalinity rather 
than acidity. If this is so, why is 
it that in cases of ulcer of the 
stomach they irritate rather chan 
soothe, whereas if they turned to 
alkalies they should neutralize the 
acidity that is present in stemach 
ulcer and make the condition bet- 
ter?” 

It is true that fruit juices are acid. 
It is also true that they are turned 
to alkaline salts and do not produce 
real acidity. It is also true that 
they irritate an acid dyspepsia, 
whereas an alkali should soothe it. 
, The answer is that fruit juices 
do not act as an alkali in the stom- 
ach. All fruits have organic acids 
and these acids form alkali salts, 
but they do so in the intestine. 
While they are in the stomach they 
are still acid and, therefore irri- 
tate or make worse an acid dyspep- 
Sia or a stomach ulcer. 

A great many people are afraid 
to eat tomatoes or lemons because 
they think they will produce a con- 
dition of acidity and cause symp- 
toms like rheumatism or stiffness 
of the fingers and joints. This is 
not true. These juices are rapidly 
put out of the stomach and turned 
to alkaline salts in the intestine 
and in that condition enter the 
blood. 

The only exception to this state- 
ment is that prunes and cranber- 
ries do turn into acid salts. 


Boiling Hot Liquids 

When pouring boiling hot soups, 
syrups, etc., into a bowl from the 
kettle, set the bowl on the dish 
cloth which has been wrung out of 
tepid water. It will help greatly 
in preventing the hot liquid from 
cracking the bowl.

RADUATION time always 
(jeans gifts for graduates. The 

favorite nephew or niece who 
figures in commencement day 
should be remember with some- 
thing very special. Books have 
their limitations, though they are 
always good. Let me suggest giv- 
ing a camera. 

Young persons are delighted to 
own cameras. There is the greatest 
joy in taking pictures of one’s 
friends, especially at commence- 
ment. Just for graduation days a 
camera is almost a necessity. The 
favorite old teacher, the beloved 
tree in the schoolyard, the class 
personalities and intimate chums, 
and the ceremony itself are there 
to be snapped. The class day pic- 
ture book has taken the place of 
the old-time autograph album. The 
picture is taken and the autograph 
line below is filled in. What would 
you, an ancient aunt or uncle, give 
for such a record of your gradua- 
tion days? You can’t go amiss if 
you give the graduate a camera. 

Summer vacation is coming along 
and a camera is a necessity then, 
too. Diaries are likely to be ne- 
glected on a trip; it is not always 
convenient to write the daily stint. 
But the camera can be taken along 
and the daily record made without 
the least inconvenience. Afterward 
there is the fun of developing the 
shots, and mounting them in the 
book. The young person who has 
the picture book habit will own a 
library of memories that will be 
priceless. It is a good idea to en- 
courage the making of such books. 

For the boy who loves to tramp 
the mountains and forests a cam- 
era is better than a gun. It won't 
hurt him if he happens to fall on 
it, nor will it harm anything or 
anybody else, if he happens to have 
an accident with it. 

What it will do is almost beyond 
telling. It will give him a lasting 
interest in living creatures, in grow- 
ing things, in running water and 
floating clouds.

A 
camera opens the eyes to beauty 
everywhere, and one can give a 
child no greater gift than one that 
is an introduction to beauty.

The picture will be clear and sharp 
and the color of it satisfying. Ex- 
pensive cameras should be given 
only to those who know how to use 
them. Armed with one of the mod- 
ern apparatuses picture-taking be- 
comes high art. First there should 
be an apprenticeship. 

Students need cameras. A Cam- 
era’s notes are accurate. They can 
be taken over a period of time and 
so form a record of growth and 
progress; they form a ready and 


reliable reference. In short, a grad- 
uate of any school, from elementary 
through the uinversity, needs and 
should own a good camera. A 
watch, a book, a dictionary, and a 
camera—what wealth.
